SECRETS OF MOSCOW 


FAILURE TO 


ACHIEVE 


A PACT 


London, To-day. 


IN THE LIGHT OF THE. events of the last few days, 
the grave responsibility which lies on the Nazi 
Government for the invasion of Finland by So- 
viet forces becomes clearer in the opinion of 
well-informed quarters in London. 

It is not doubted, in view of the available evidence, 
that the occupation of Finland; like that of the 
Baltic States, was insisted upon by Stalin before 


the conclusion of the Soviet-Nazi 


August. 

It is believed, in short, that Hitler 
Was prevailed upon by von Ribben- 
trop to agree in advance to this So- 
viet demand as part of the price for 
the. Moscow Pact which the German. 
Foreign Minister calculated would re- 
sult in keeping Britain and France out 
of the war Hitler. was determined fe 
loose upon Poland. 

Support for this reading of events 
comes from the facts now disclosed 
for the first time by authoritative cir- 
cles regarding the breakdown of the 
Anglo-French-Soviet negotiations, 

Britain and France, it may be re- 
membered, had, for some months 
prior to the invasion of Poland, been 
trying to conclude with the Soviet 
Government a Pact intended to prove 
a deterrent to German aggression. 

The course of their negotiations was 
kept secret. 

It is now admitted, however, that 
the reason for their failure was the 
refusal of the French and British 
Governments to agree to Russian de- 
mands which would have endangered 
the infegrity of the Baltic States and 
Finland. 

sOVIET BARGAIN” 


For instance, as part of their price 
for an alliance, the Soviet Govern- 
ment insisted’ that Britain and France 
should persuade Finland and the Bal- 
tic countries to put at the disposal of 
the Soviet Fleet, naval bases off the 
coast of Oesel and Dago and the 
Aaland islands, 

It is pointed out that Britain and 
France were not prepared to traffic in 
the sovereignty of small States.

The official announcement of the Air Minisey 
claims that the raid was a complete success, that 
direct hits were scored upon German warships 
with heavy bombs, and that none of the R.A. ae 
machines failed to return safely. 


The attack seems to have taken 
-the Germans completely by surprise 
as only one enemy machine, a Mes- 
eerschmidt fighter, went up to chal- 
lenge -the British planes, and this 
German machine ‘was swiftly shot 
down, . 

The RAF. planes swooped over 
naval formations in the Heligoland, 
in the face of heavy. anti-aircraft 


fire, but they ‘pressed’ home their 


attack ‘determinedly “and obtained 
direct hits with heavy. bombs,” 

While this attack ‘was in progress, 
a British coastal! reconnaissance plane, 
caught a German submarine on the 
surface In the North Sea, and de- 
stroyed it with a salvo of bombs be- 
fore the commander of the U-boat 
was aware of the impending attack.

INJURED, IN DISASTROUS 
SHANGHAI STREET FIRE 


VERY SIMILAR TO THE disastrous fire at West 
Point last Monday, in which nine persons, in- 
_ cluding women and-children perished, a serious 
outbreak occurred last ign in Shanghai Street, 


Kowloon. 


Dramatic scenes were witnessed when the inmates of 
‘the burning buildings rushed to verandahs and 
windows shouting for help, being cut off from es- 
cape down the staircases. 


Several, in agony, resulting from 
burns, took flying deaps from the 
buildings. Others waited until fire 
brigades arrived with canvas sheets, 


Two women and two girls were 
kitled Instantly when they crash- 
ed to the road below, and 21 
others were injured and taken to 

' hospital. 

Later in the evening when the 
fire was under control, firemen... 
unearthed ten charred bodies, in- 
oluding those of three children, 
burnt beyond recognition, 

Some 15 persons were still miss- 
ing last night. 


TWO HOUSES GUTTED 


The fire broke out on the first floor 
of No. 482, Shanghai Street, occupied. 
by cotton-wool dealers and‘fanned by 
a strong wind rapidly spread to No. 
480. ; 


Thrilling rescues were | made 
by the firemen, who climbed lad- 
ders and rescued several children 
and bables from the blazing 
houses. Mr. C. W. Brand, of the 
Kowloon Fire Brigade, ran up the 
ladder to a burning verandah and 
with the aid of his assistants re- 
scued three adults and a baby, 


The overcoat of Mr. Johnson Kong, 
Scout master of the 8th Kowloon 
Troop, was converted into a jump- 
ing sheet which was extended for 
several persons to jump into. Several 
escaped injuries this way.

TWO-WAY 
BLOCKADE 
IN FORCE 


London, To-day. 

To-day, the war enters 
upon its fourth month and 
there comes into operation 
the Order-in-Council signed 
by the King last Monday 
which, as a reprisal for Ger- 
man violations of the laws 
and customs of war, provides 


for further restraint of her 


commerce by making liable 
to seizure German exports in 
neutral ships.

These are the standards of Wes- 
tern civilisation, and it is no answer 
to say that the Christian ethic is not 
practised, that science and literature 
are corrupted, or that the law is made 
by the powerful in their own inter- 
ests and evaded when it is not. The 
perennial struggle of Western civilisa- 
tion, the continual revolution in Wes- 
tern civilisation, is to achieve a more 
Christian, more scientific and juster 
society. i 

That adultery flourishes is no 
argument for the abolition of mar- 
riage, That capitalism has abused the 
institution of property is no argu- 
ment against private property; that 
Western civilisation is always fluid, 
never static, and in constant change 
and reform is an argument in its 
favour and a sign of the organic life 
that is in it. 

This trinity of concepts is unique 
to the West. Russia, Asia and Africa 
have never produced a society which 


fs a synthesis of the Christian ethic, } 


free science and the rule of law, The 
Mahomedan world does not know it. 
China, Japan and India do not know 
it. They know other things, but not 
these things. 


“WE BELONG TOGETHER" 


The synthesis is the unique con- 
tribution of Europe, and only those 
areas of the earth settled, colonised, 
ruled and lived in by Europeans’ or 
the children of Europeans—the Ameri- 
ca, Australia, New Zealand, the 
Union of South Africa—belong to 
Western civilisation. 

These countries are ruled ; by 
one kind of spirit, the Western 
spirit, and Inhabited by one kind 
of man, the Western man. -We 
belong together. We have one

- ond ethlo, a ‘common ‘iterature 
and a common concept of law. 

It is the world’s. greatest and most 
creative civilisation, although it has 
not the most numerous population by 
any means.

liberated; it has created the moat 
secure societies in all history; it has 
produced the highest standard of liv-

ing — material and cultural — that 
mankind has ever known. 


It is the only thing worth fighting 


Against this unity Germany rebell- 
,ed—for,a thousand reasons, for. which 
the whole. civilisation bears the guilt. 
But into that unity Germany must 
return. 


For the gifts and power and genius 
of Germany are essential to that civi- 
Msation. The West cannot live with- 
out her. 


GERMANY'’S SECESSION 


Long before the politicians woke 
up to the realisation of the tragedy of 
the German secession—while the po- 
liticians were refusing to believe in 
the secession—the scholars, scientists, 
poets, artists, religious leaders and 
philosophers of law were  aware— 
aware and dismayed. : 


The persecution of the Jews was not 
a crisis of Jewry. It was a crisis of 
ChrisHanity, a declaration of war 
against the Christian ethic.. The first 
to see its profound threat to one of 
the three'pillars. of Western civilisa- 
tion were German pastors and priests, 

The universities of the West took 
Up arms against Naziism before the 
States did—by a spontaneous and 
immediate realisation that another 
pillar was _ tottering. , 

And the learned law journals were 
awake while France and Britain slept. 

The Allies did not bomb German 
cities because they are cities of Wes- 
tern civilisation. This tragic war is 
being waged by men who loved Ger- 
many. Is it not significant that the 
French Propaganda Ministry should 
be headed by Jean Giraudoux, the

Venlo (German-Dutch frontier): 

Surrounded by German soldiers in 

a Dutch inn standing in a lonely 
stretch of No-Man’s-Land between 
Holland and Germany, I have just 
had as narrow an escape from cap- 
ture, and possibly death, as any writ- 
er of thriller stories could. picture. 
. I owe my safety to the presence 
of mind of a Dutch servant-girl, who 
casually answered the question’ of 
the officer in command of a search 
party with the remark, “Oh! There’s 
only two Americans inside. ” 

My companion, Mr. McGroarty, of 
the United Press, and I approached 
the inn in a Dutch taxi, twisting and 
bumping along narrow tracks be-~ 
tween tilled fields and allotments, the 
main roads now being blocked by 
heavy cement barricades. 


We struck the main road again at 
’ the Dutch outpost about half a mile 
from the frontier. 
frontier station, we found the small 
Dutch Customs office on the right- 
hand side of the road. Sligntly be- 
yond it to the left stands the inn and 
the German Customs house, from 
which the frontier burrier juts across 
the road. 

The inn, although legally Dutch, 
actually stands in No-Man’s-Land. 

Our car drew up outside the inn, 
and I ordered the driver to turn it 
round at once. 

We were drinking our beer when 
I glanced out of the window  to- 
wards Germany. To my dismay, the 
frontier barrier was slowly lifting, 
and from underneath it appeared 
the bulky bonnet of a German Army 
lorry. 

From the vehicle jumped a num- 
ber of soldiers and one officer, They 
were joined by other soldiers .from 
behind the customs house. I saw the 
officer give instructions to his men 
and they filed into the building and 
started removing property, 
they piled on the lorry. . 


SAW OUR CAR . 
At this point the officer, who was

At once the scene changed. The 
officer curtly summoned a number of 
men, and a party was detailed off 
to surround the inn. With an escort 
of three, the officer approached the 
inn door, where a girl was scrubbing 
the steps. To his inquiry, she an- 
swered, “Oh, there’s only two Ameri- 
cans inside,” 

By this time, being a British citi- 
zen and a marked man as a public 
eritic of the Nazi regime, my one 
thought was escape. I passed through 
the door behind the counter to find 
myself. in a narrow passage which 
proved a blind alley. 

The one door off the passage 
opened to the men’s cloakroom, and 
I was in two minds whether to des- 
troy my British passport and attempt 
to bluff out the situation as ‘an 
“American or to risk capture and to 
retain my passport. 

I kept the passport. I again went 
.lo the saloon door, and through it 1 
overheard the parley at the front- 
door which the hostess, by now hy- 
sterical, had joined. 

McGroarty, with a-valid American 
passport, had less to fear, and he 
dodged back and forth between the 
passage and the saloon. Apparently 
the two women had disconcerted the 
officer, for he suddenly turned ab- 
ruptly on his heel, and calling off his 
men with a command that went from 
mouth to mouth round the house, he 
returned to the business of fillin. 
the lorry. 

A son of the house then let Mc- 
Groarty and myself out through 
back-door, and we passed round t! 
far side of the building to the car.

THE CASE OF 
BARBARA 
FRIETCHIE 


By VINCENT TOWNE 
“Up rose old Barbara Frietchie, then, 
Bowed with her _four-score years 
and ten; — 


Bravest of all in Frederick town, 
She took up the flag the men 
hauled down.” 

So runs Whittier’s ballad, according 
to whose lines this ancient dame of 
Frederick, Md., set’ the Union flag in 
her window sill in defiance of the 
army of Stonewall Jackson, who after 
having it shot down threatened with a 
dog’s death anyone of his soldiers who 
would dare to-touch a hair .of the 
loyal old lady’s “gray head.” 


Although every American school- 
boy of a generation ago believed in 

Barbara Frietchie as implicitly as he 
believed in George Washington, several 
authorities now aver that while such 
a person did really exist at Frederick 
town during the Civil War, tradition 
gave to her—as it did to Betsy Ross 
—honour and glory that she did not 
deserve. And as a result of this chal- 


lenge a spirited controversy was waged’ 


by the press. 

Perhaps the most prolific fiction 
writer of the last century was Mrs. E. 
' D. E. N, Southworth, whose picture- 
sque Georgetown cottage overhung the 
north bank of the Potomac. Having, ’tis 
said, heard of Dame _ Barbara’s ex- 
ploits from a relative of the latter, 
Mrs. Southworth’s vivid imagination 
‘saw in it probabilities of a. throbbing 
story and she passed it along to Whit- 
tier in a letter. 

Research proves that one Barbara 
Hauer, daughter of a German im- 
migrant to Pennsylvania, was born in 
Lancaster, Pa., December 3, 1766, and 
later moved with her family to Fre- 
derick. On May 6,:1806, when nearly 
40 years old, she married John Caspar 
Frietchie, 14 years her junior, the son 
of a Tory who had by the laws of 
Maryland, been “hung, drawn and 
quartered.” 

’ Barbara Frietchie, not having any 
children of her own, reared- her 
brother-in-law and sister-in-law. Her 
husband, after serving as a prosperous 
glovemaker, died November 10, 1849, 
when he was in his 70th year and his 
widow in her 84th year. She survived 
him 13 years, dying on December 18, 
1862, aged 96. The alleged flag episode 
had occurred only, three months pre- 
viously. 


According to her obitiary) publish- 
ed in-a Frederick paper at the time of 
her funeral, the real Barbara Frietchie 
had moved to that town when a child 
and had remembered the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence as 
well as the scenes of the Revolution 
and the War of 1812.

She Took Up The Flag The Men Hauled Down. 


“To -one thus strangely identified 
with the origin and growth of the Re- 
public, loyalty necessarily became a 
deep-seated sentiment,” this obituary 
went on to relate, ‘and when the Re- 
bels were expelled from this city. on 
the memorable 12th of September, this 
venerable .lady, as a last act of de- 
votion, stood at her front door and 
waved the glorious Star-Spangled 
Banner in token of welcome to™our 
deliverers.” : : 

In the opinion of some authorities, 
this was the real basis for the story 
of her taking up the flag that Jackson 
had ordered shot down from her win- 
dow. 

According to one Engelbrecht, a 
Unionist, who became Mayor of Fre- 
derick, the incident described by the 
Quaker poet never took place. He lived 
directly across the street from the 
Frietchie cottage and from his win- 
dow saw Jackson’s army pass. There 
is also a published denial of the story 
by Samuel Tyler, a lawyer, who wrote

the biography of Justice Taney. Vari- 
ous other authors have published 
denials lbased upon information alleg- 
ed to have been obtained from Bar- 
bara Frietchie’s family and neighbours. 

An unnamed member of Jackson's 
staff, residing at Hagerstown, has been 
quoted as repudiating the alleged cir- 
cumstance. 

According to one participant in the 
controversy, the real heroine of Fre- 
derick’s .flag incident was a Mrs. 
Quantrell, who later lived in Wash- 
ington. The widow of ‘“Stonewail” 
Jackson, in her memoirs of the gen- 
eral, denies that there was any foun- 
dation for the ballad. ; 

Before his death Whittier, referring 
to the controversy that his poem had 
caused, stated that he much regretted 
having written it, as he had come to 
doubt the story. It was, he. averred, 
the only story of his for whose truth he 
could not vouch.

“BOWERY” BANDS 

Police believe that the killing of 
Lawrence has brought: the gang war-~ 
fare to a head. 

There are about half a dozen now 
in the East End, and rivalry has in- 
creased during the last few weeks. Un- 
der the cover of*the black-out there 
have been razor fights in the streets. 

“Chick’s” henchmen were known 
as the “Lawrence Gan.” ; 

Other gangs follow the style of 
the Bowery bands, aping their methods 
and even their names. One of the 
most feared men is known as “the 
Dodger,” another is nicknamed “the 
Dead Man.” Some of them use razors, 
others knuckle-dusters. 

A medical examination of the body 
of “Chick” Lawrence showed that he 
had been brutally treated. 

There has lately been bitter rivalry’ 
among. them for control of the. pin- 
table “racket.” ; 

Attendants of some of the pin-table 
saloohs are terrorised by gangsters in-.

A “Daily Mail” reporter was given 
details of several “protection rac- 
kets” which provide easy money for 
gangs.

Shanghai, To-day. 

Chinese policemen of the 
“Special Municipality" opened 
fire on several unarmed British 
soldiers last night in an extra- 
Settlement road. 

. They mortally wounded a4 Chin- 
ese woman and arrested one sol- 
dier and a civilian, also believ- 
ed to be British. 

About 20 rounds of pistol and 
rifle ammunition was fired by the 
Municipality police, 

Shortly after 10 p.m, the 
soldier and the civilian were taken 
to a house occupied by the Spe- 
cial Municipality police and their 
Japanese advisors. They were re- 
leased at 1 a.m. to-day. - 


The incident began when a 


party of 15 Municipality police-- 


men broke into a cafe, splintering 
the front door; they searched all 
the rooms. 

They are said to have found 
a British soldier, Private Peel, of 

East Surrey Regiment, and a civi- 
lian and arrested them. 

As they were taking their She 
soners along, a small group of 
unarmed British soldiers came out 
of another cafe and the police- 
men opened fire on them. 

An East Surreys' mechanised 
patrol at the perimeter and an- 
other lorry carrying fully equip- 
ped soldiers and Bren machine- 
guns rushed to the scene and took 
up a position opposite the scene 
of the shooting. . 

A large party of Shanghai Mu- 
nicipal Police came up and later 
the Municipality force left, leav- 
ing the scene to the East Surreys 
‘and the Settlement police.—Reu- 
ter.
